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STATEMENT OF POLICY FROM BOARD OF DIRECTS 
NATIONAL RADIO CLUB., 

In recent weeks it has been brought to the attention of this’ group 
that certain members have been guilty of violation of the Clubts rules 
and by-laws. This is regarding the failure to enclose returmm postage 
with DX reports requesting verification, It is clearly stated in our 
by-laws thst return postage must. be enclosed. 


We have heard much of late concerning the use of tentative re- 
ports and we believe that this sort of report has a definite place 
in our hobby-however it can be used in the wrong way- and we feel that 
those who may be writing such a report knows at that time whether or 
not he may be perhaps stretching the facts being claimed. We feel 
that there should be some concrete fact or evidence in hand to warrant 
the sending of such a tentative report. A tentative report sent with~ 
out any basis of fact might damage the reputation of the National 
Radio Club, and the DX hobby. 


Furthermore any correspondencs from a member to a radio station 
should at all times be of a friendly nature and never criticize state 
ton personel. Here we are concerned with correspondence such as that 
reesived several months back by KWCR wherein they were rudely criti- 
cized because a letter in reply to 4 verification request did not spec- 
ificly mention "reception verified". This sort of thing hurts the 
National Radio Club and the DX hobby. 


Therefore, we, the Board of Directors, elected to office by the
